Filipinos Make Overtures. 

Two Spanish commissioners, Sefiors 
Rosatio and Abogado, who were permitted 
to pass through our lines and confer with 
-Aguinaldo with reference to the Spanish 
prisoners at Malolos, returned through our 
lines this morning, near Caloocan, with 
sealed dispatch for the Spaniards. — 

The commissioners said that Aguinaldo 
and Sanduiko were both at Malolos, and in- 
clined to pacific overtures. 

While the Filipinos are not yet prepared 
to surrender the Spanish prisoners, they will 
gladly release two Americans who have been 
held for six weeks, on the payment of $30, 
the. value of food and clothing furnished to 


them. 
Send Flag ‘of Truce. 

Shortly afterwards the rebels sent out a 
flag of truce borne by Commandante Sin- 
foroso de la Cruz and several hundred of 
the enemy left the Filipino lines crying ‘‘ No 
quire!” ‘**Mas combate!” Americanos 
mucho bueno!“ The commandante said that 
fully 8,000 of his men had had enough and 
were anxious to surrender. 

Among the enemy in the jungle many 
women and children were visible. A woman 
laid down her rifle and attempted to cross 
with the parleyers, but she was sent back. 

After the party returned from the Amer- 
ican lines the enemy on the right fired a 
volley, the bullets dropping harmlessly.

Gratified at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—[Special.]— 
Dispatches from Manila intimating that the 
insurgents contemplated a surrender have 
been received with satisfaction at the War 
department, where it has been feared the 
American troops would have some trouble in 
bringing the rebels to terms. 5 

Officers who have just returned from 
Manila do not give encouraging reports of 
the situation. They describe the difficulties 


_of*climate and surroundings, which are ob- 


stacles to American success. 


Soldiers Not Properly Clothed. 
The returning officers also tell of the dis- 
comforts of our troops in the Philippines. 
Up to a month or six weeks ago the soldiers 
were still wearing the heavy woolen clothing 
which was issued them before they left this 
country. The lightweight undercloting 


and suits which are sadly needed in that 


country had not been furnished, and there 
seemed much deliberation about securing 
the garments. 

The same officers describe the disinclina- 
tion of the War department to approve the 


chartering of transports in San Francisco, 
with the result that delays resulted which 


must have been of positive advantage to the 
insurgents. 


GERMANY’S PHILIPPINE: PLAN. 


San Francisco Newspaper Publishes a 
Statement It Claims to Befrom a 
Reliable Informant. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 27.—{Special. }— 
The Evening Post prints the following 


story: 
„Germany is planning a great coup d’état 
that not only means the acquisition of the 


Philippine islanda by that government, but 


| 


the defeat of American policy of territorial 
expansion.“ 

The authority for the foregoing statement 
is a man who has furnished more valuable 
information to the United States concern- 
ing affairs in the Pacific than any other per- 
son, and his source of information is un- 
questioned. 

“As I told you when I was in San Francisco 
before,“ said the informant today, Ger- 
many has for years been furnishing arms 
and ammunition to the Filipinos, and assid- 
uously sowing the seeds of rebellion, with 
the sole object of harassing Spain till she 
would be ready to part with them for a 
song. Germany was only awaiting a pre- 
text to land troops in the Philippines, when 
Dewey's unexpected victory upset all of the 
plans. 

“Then Germany abandoned the contem- 
plated coup de main and took up Aguinaldo. 
It was under Germany’s orders that he or- 
ganized his provisional government. Sev- 
eral batteries of four-inch Krupp guns are 
now on their way to the Philippines on 
German ships. 

The most startling bit of information 
concerning the coup that Germany is con- 
templating was given me by a general offi- 
cer of the German army. In conversation 
one evening he said: 7 
Germany recognizes the fact that the 
only hope of continental Europe lies in 
striking one determined blow that will for- 
ever discourage the expansion policy of 
America.“ 

When the time comes for the coup, the 
combined fleets of Germany, Russia, and 
France will take possession of the Philip-

and protecting the interests of the citizens 
of those countries.

at Paris Gets Account of 
Tondo Fire. 


Hongkong, Feb. 27.— The Filipino govern- 
ment has issued another virulent anti-Amer- 
ican decree, in which the following passages 
occur: 

The American guns repect neither honor 
nor property, but barbarously massacre 
women and children. 

Manila has witnessed the most horrible 
outrages, confiscating the properties and 
savings of the people at the point of the 
bayonet, and shooting the defenseless, ac- 
companied by odious acts of abomination, 
repugnant barbarbism, and racial hatrel 
worse than the doings in Carolina. Unless 
you conjure a holy war for independence 
you are only worthy to be slaves and 
pariahs. Proclaim before the civilized world 
that you will fight to the death against 
American treachery and brute force. Even 
the women should fight if necessary. 

American professions and promises are 


pure hypocrisy. They covet the spoils of 
this patrimony of our race, wishing to im- 
plant here a more Jrritating and barbarous 
dominion than in the past. 

Junta Account of Tondo Fire. 

Paris, Feb. 27.—The Filipino Junta here 
received today a cable message from Manila, 
Feb. 24, via Hongkong. It say: 

The fire broke out in the Chinese quarter 
“during the Chinese New Year festivities. 
The Americans provoked the owners by 
demolishing houses before it was necessary. 
The Filipinos’ fire engine, owned by Sefior 
Ganco and worked by British subjects, was 
largely instrumental in extinguishing the 
fire. 

The Americans interfered with the native 
salvagers and tried to capture the engine, 
leading to a conflict. Harsh conduct else- 
| where led to general fighting. The Ameri- 

cans retired to the walled city and the fleet 
bombarded the suburbs, believing the city 
was endangered This caused the Tondo fire. 

** Aguinaldo’s troops then attacked and 
entered Tondo, Santa Cruz, and Kaipo. 

**Conflagrations broke out at Benondo 
and Malad and the city was surrounded by a 
line of burning houses. 

‘** Indiscriminate street shooting was prev- 
alent. Men, women, and children were 
killed. The bodies of 140 Americans have al- 
ready been collected. 

Their loss in killed and wounded will 
reach 400. The bodies of 320 Filipino men, 
425 women, and 280 children have been re- 
covered in the streets. About 500 natives 
were wounded. 

Many foreigners embarked on board the 
ships. About eighty Chinese were killed 
while trying to enter the walled city.“

‘DREYEUS GASH NEAR END. 


TRIAL REVISION BILL TO PASS 
SENATE TODAY. 


Court of Cassation Will Meet Wednes- 
day—All Parties Agree Change in 
the Procedure Will Produce Def- 
inite Results — Deroulede’s Trial 

Begins Tomorrow—Is Anxious to 
Impress Upon His Friends His Act 
Was Not Due to a Sudden Impulse. 


(SPECIAL CABLD TO THE CHICAGO TRIB- 
UND BY H. J. WHIGHAM.] 

Paris, Feb. 27.—The government trial re- 
vision bill, designed by the ministry to meet 
the Dreyfus emergency, will pass the Sen- 
ate tomorrow and the Court of Cassation 
will meet Wednesday. 

The debate in the Senate today was excit- 
ing and at times bitter, but the government 
forces were kept well in hand. As usual, the 
army was dragged in, giving Premier Dupuy 
an opportunity of mounting the tribune for 
a vigorous defense. 

In spite of the opposition, however, the 
bill will pass. Whatever true justice de- 
mands in the Dreyfus case, all parties here 
seem agreed the trial revision law, uniting 
the three courts, is the sole means of ob- 
taining definite results. . 

The effect ot the new law is direct. Under 
Its operation, if the criminal section of the 
Court of Cassation decides Dreyfus is en- 
titled to a new trial, fts recommendation 
must first be indorsed by more than one- 
third of the entire court. 

Deroulede's prelim trial will begin 
tomorrow. He is in excellent spirits. He 
received many visitors today. He is most 
anxtous to impress upon all his act was due 
to no sudden impulse, but had been care- 
fully prearranged. 

Bitter Debate in the Senate. 
[BY ASSOCTATED PRBSS.] 

Paris, Feb. 27.—The Senate was crowded 
today in anticipation of a lively session. M. 
Verninac presided. M. Lebret demanded 
urgency in the case of the government’s trial 
revision bill. M. Maxine Lecomte opposed 
the bill as being unconstitutional and as an 
attack upon the independence of the courts. 

The chairman of the committee, M. Bis- 
seuil, defended the measure on the ground 
that it would replace legitimately suspect- 
ed Judges by a respected tribunal.” [Ap- 
plause. } 

After M. Berenger had attacked the gov- 
¢rument’s bill and had demanded that the 
revision should be carried out under the 
existing laws, he animadverted to the grave 
errors of which some of the chiefs of the 
army had been guilty. 

The Fremier, M. Dupuy, thereupon took 
up the cudgels in behalf of the army, whose 
discipline and respect of the law, he insisted, 
had never wavered. 

The House then adjourned.

ILLINOIS MINERS IN SESSION. 


Annual Convention Begins at Spring- 
field with a Large Attendance—En- 
couraging Reports Made. 


Springfield, III., Feb. 27.—[{Special.]—The 
annual convention of the United Mine Work- 
ers of Illinois began today. But little busi- 
ness of importance has yet been transacted. 
The day was devoted to the appointment 
of the Committee on Credentials, and listen- 
ing to the reports of the officers. 

The report of W. D. Ryan, Secretary and 
Tieasurer of the union, showed the union 
to be in a flourishing condition. For the 
defense fund, the sum of $180,146.77 was col- 
lected. The amount collected from the per 
capita tax was $17,192, and the sum of $2,750 
was collected from other sources. The 
total amount collected was $200,169. Of 
this amount $132,620 has been distributed 
for the relief of the widows and orphans of 
the miners who lost their lives, together 
with the money that has been paid for min- 
ers not working. The sum of $16,329 was 
expended for salaries and incidental ex- 
penses, and there is left a balance in the 
treasury of $51,219. 

The annual election of officers will take 
place tomorrow and the old officers will be 
reélected. They are: President, J. M. 
Hunter, Streator; Vice President, W. R. 
Russell, Danville; Secretary-Treasurer, W. 
D. Ryan, Braidwood.

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 27.—[Special.)—A 
detachment of the alleged filibusters, said 
to be organized to make war in Honduras, 
left Kansas City tonight for Mobile, Ala., 
where they will embark for Porto Barrios, 
accompanied by men from other parts of 
the country, unless stopped by the United 
States authorities.

It is 
hinted that if the expedition shall prove suc- 
cessful the men who “are furnishing the 
money expect to secure valuable conces- 
sions and to have something to say about 
the future control of the Nicaragua Canal. 

United States District Attorney William 
Warner and United States Marshal Durham 
investigated the affair today and declared 
that they had discovered nothing to war- 
rant the arrest of the alleged invaders. 


SAVES WALLA TONKA’S LIFE. 


After a Desperate Ride the Courier 
Reaches the Execution Ground 
Just in Time. 


Antlers, Ind. T., Feb. 27.—[Special.]—The 
race with death of the courier of United 
States Judge Clayton’s court for the life of 


1 Walla Tonka, the condemned Choctaw In- 


dian, was won by a hair’s breadth by the 
courier, who made the wild ride from South 
McAlester to Alikchi. Walla Tonka was to 
have been shot at sunrise this morning for 
the murder of his uncle, and came to the 
execution grounds as he had promised to do, 
he having been at liberty pending final ac- 
tion by the court. 

„Last week d reprieve for a rehearing 
of the case was ordered by Judge Clayton, 
and the courier dispatched on the eighty- 
mile journey. Rain was falling in torrents, 
and there was every cause for fear that he 
could not reach Alikchi. The first part of 
the journey was not so bad, but he had but 
one broncho to carry him the distance. 

It was after midnight Sunday morning 
when the rider reached the flooded Kian- 
uchi River. Here he stopped till daylight, 
and then with his hand on the pommel of his 
saddle swam the stream with hispony. The 
pony was almost exhausted when Big Creek 
was reached, and a long detour was neces- 
sary, which caused hours of delay. Night 
came and more rain, and when the Seven 
Devils Hill were reached the broncho was 
staggering. He fell to the ground with the 
rider and both slept, though but ten miles 
from Alikchl. 

Before dawn they were up again, ant 
finally the broncho, bearing the courier, 
staggered to the execution grounds, whefe 
the witnesses, executioners, and stolid 
Walla Tonka were facing death. The Indian 
heard his reprieve without comment and 
will appear before Judge Clayton forthwith.

But private advices received from fugitive 
settlers say the present state of affairs is 
due to the Brazilians, who attacked the 
Frenchmen and forced the latter to act in 
self-defense, after a hot dispute between 
the commissioners, from which the Brazil- 
jans hastily withdrew and removed to their 
camp. In the collision a few men were 
killed and some were wounded on both sides, 

The camps, it appears, subsequently main- 
tained a watchful peace, while awaiting in- 
structions. The natives are said to be pre- 
paring to join in the fighting if hostilities 
are renewed, which is causing the foreign 
settlers to flee from the disturbed district, 
abandoning their property. 


CLARK STREET SALOON ROBBED 


Bartender Claims Holdup Men Took

The bartender, John Rediske, de- 
clares at 11 o’clock two masked men entered 
the place; one of them pointed a revolver at 
him and held him with arms upraised while 
the other went behind the bar and took the 
money. He says the pair backéd to the 
door, then turned and ran, while he grabbed 
his revolver and fired two shots after them.

neighborhood. The detectives could find no 
one who heard the shots. Kjolleistrom, who 
lives above the saloon, refuses to believe 
Rediske’s story, as he was awake and heard 
no shots.

KIPLING CLINGS T0 LIFE 


LITTLE CHANGE IN THE CON- 
DITION OF THE POET. 


Doctors Report the Lower Portion of 
the Lunge Are Less Affected, While 
Inflammation Is Attacking the 
Upper Tissues—Mention of Possible 
improvement Again Gives Hope 
That the Author May Win in Hie 
Stubborn Battle with Death. 


New York, Feb. 28, 3 a. m.—[{Special.]— 
Rudyard Kipling still lives and hope is enter- 
tained that he may yet conquer in his stub- 
born contest with the death that has seemed 
imminent for more than two days.

That the poet was reported no nearer 
death is taken as an encouraging omen by 
those who are anxiously watching tlie prog- 
ress of his illness, and there were many who 
cherish and believe the sturdy constitution 
of the writer will withstand the attack of 
pneumonia in its most deadly form. 


Under Oxygen Treatment. 

The oxygen treatment is being applied at 
intervals, and by this, ng doubt, is the life 
of Kipling prolonged. Just how long, in his 
weakened state, the invalid can stand this 
treatment of the last resort, is a matter of 
surmise. 

Without any specific information to war- 
rant it the general atmosphere of the Hotel 
Grenoble is one of hopefulness. There is 
an elasticity of bearing on the part of those 
who come and go from the sick room, and 
F. N. Doubleday, who is one of Mr. Kipling’s 
publishers and for the last two days has 
not left the hotel, is noticeably under a less 
strain of anxiety than he was yesterday. 

The Kipling children took their outing 
in a hansom cab in the morning. The health 
of little Josephine the youngest child, is re- 
ported much improved. 

Mrs. Dunham, the wife of Dr. Dunham, 
and Dr. Theodore Janeway, son of Dr. E. 
J. Janeway, spend much of their time with 
the Kipling family. Mr. Doubleday is look- 
ing after the family’s personal interests and 
welfare. 

Joayuin Miller has been a daily caller at 
the hotel and he appeared, as usual, yester- 
day morning. He gave the clerk his card 
and directed him not to send it up until 
Mr. Kipling was better. 

He's having a hard fight of it now.“ 
said the Poet of the Sierras, ‘‘and God 
grant that he get better. He is a possible 
Shakspeare if he lives. He's the greatest 
man that writes now, but he is a mere boy.“ 

Mrs. Kipling Leaves Bedside. 

Mrs. Kipling went out driving at 5 o’clock 
last evening with Mr. Doubleday and re- 
mained out an hour. It was the first time 
in two days that she had left the bedside of 
her husband. That she considered Mr. 
Kipling’s condition warranted her leaving 
him even for a short time was regarded as 
a hopeful sign. 

The condition of Mr. Kipling was so low 
yesterday morning that when any one with 
authority was asked concerning him the 
reply was made, “He is still alive.” 
Mr. Kipling was watched closely all night 
long. and there was a physician in his apart- 
mént continuously. 


Friends Have New Hope. 

Later in the day close friends of Mr. Kip- 
ling guardedly expressed a hopefulness that 
was not apparent befcre. Mr. Doubleday 
said that the author had passed a better 
night than could have been expected, and

He 
thought it was unloaded, but the Cuban 
snapped the trigger and shot Dillon through 
the shoulder. He is not fatally wounded. 

A battalion of the Second South Carolina 
Regiment, which marched last week, has 
as many sick men on the list as the two | 
others which did not march. The sickness 
in the battalion’ is attributed to the prac- 
tice march. 

Colonel Durbin of the One Hundred and 
Sixty-First IndianaRegiment has sent a pro- 
test to the War department against practice 
marches, alleging that they are hurtful to 
the health of the men. 

The military authorities have issued 2,000 
rations to the Cuban troops who entered 
Havana with General Gomez. These troops 
will be given an open air banquet next Sun- 
day by the City of Havana. che 

The owners of the Toledo plantation, near 
Mariano, complained to General Fitzhugh 
Lee recently that Cuban soldiers carried 
away tons of sugar cane every day for the 
purpose of eating it. 

Major Russell B. Harrison, the provost 
marshal, with a guard of twenty-five men, 
went to the plantation yesterday, caugh* 
fifty Cubans, and disarmed them. A num- 
ber of others escaped. .- 

Followed by a crowd of Cubans Major 
Harrison and the prisoners marched to the 
headquarters of General Mayi Rodriguez, 
a Cuban commander, to whom the prisoners 
were transferred, the Major taking a re- 
ceipt for them. 


OCEAN LINES REDUCE RATES. 


Breaking Up of the Atlantic Steamship 
Combine and Lower Prices 
for Tickets. 


London, Feb. 28.—Thé Daily Mail this 
morning announces the breakup of the trans- 
atlantic liner combine,“ in consequence of 
‘which the American line managers have re- 
duced first-class fares to $60 and second 
class to $35. 

It is rumored, according to the same author- 
ity, that the White Star Steamship com- 
pany Will reduce rates to even lower figures 
and that a keen rate war will ensue. . 

New York, Feb. 27.—[{Special. I- The White 
Star line has withdrawn from the passenger 
rate agreement and today announced a re- 
duction in passenger rates. The White Star 
line has reverted to the original rates and 
will charge 350 on the smaller steamers, Win- 
ter season. These are the Britannic, the 
Germanic, and the Cymric. The minimum 
‘will be $60 on the Majestic and the Teutonic. 

For the summer season the minimum sa- 
loon rates will be $60 and $75 for the smaller 
and big ships respectively. For the second 
cabin the rates will be §37 and $50 for winter, 
with no change for summer. 

Every line except the French line was in 
the agreement, which was made July 1, 1898, 
and was simply tofixaminimum. Thecom- 
panies could charge as much more as they 
pleased. The new rates are a reduction ot 
$15 on saloon and of $10 on second cabin 
tickets. 

Gustav H. Schwab, General Manager ot 
the North German Lloyd line, said: “ I think 
it iz a pity to cut rates just at this time when 
business is beginning to come in. We cannot 
say whether it means a general steamship 
war or not.“ 


SPAIN CHOOSES A MINISTER. 


Duc d’Arcos to Represent His Govern- 
ment at Washington When Diplo- 
matic Relations Are Resumed. 


Madrid, Feb. 27.—It has been reported here 
today, though there ie no official confirma- 
tion of the rumor, that Don J. Brunetti, 
Due, d’Arcos, former Spanish Minister 
to Mexico, will be designated Minister to the 
United States on the resumption-of diplo- 
matic relations. The report that Sefior Polo 
y Bernabe, late Spanish Minister at Wash- 
ington, will go to Lisbon is officially con- 
firmed.

DRAMATICSCENEATINQUEST 


New York, Feb. 27.— [Special. I— Roland B. 
Molineux is under arrest and the curtain 
has fallen on the dénouement of the Cor- 
nish-Adams-Barnet. poisoning mystery. 

The Coroner’s jury tonight charged the. 
young clubnian with murder. The evidence 
most convincing. 
At the inquest today no less than eight 
persons pointed to the son of General Leslie 
Molineux, U. S. A., retired, as the man who 
sent to Marry Cornish, athletic instructor 
of the Knickerbocker club, the drug that 
caused the death of Mrs. Adams. Then came 
the verdict and the arrest. | 

The verdict of the Coroner’s jury was 
given at 8:45 p. m., after the jury had de- 
liberated two and a half hours, It was as 
follows: 

the sald Catherine J. Adame to her 
death on Dec. . 1898, at 61 West Bighty-sizth 
street, by poisoning by merouric cyanide admin 
istered by Harry 8S. Cornish, to whom sald poison 
had been sent, in bromo seltzer, in the maile by 
Roland B. Molineux. 

In the opinion of Juror Early, Cornish 
should also have been held. When the ver- 
dict wae delivered he declared he supposed 
he had voted to jointly accuse Cornish and 
Molineux. His protest was égnored, and 
Cornish was exonerated.

In summing up his case District Attorney 
Gardiner declared that the evidence showed 
that Molineux had committed the two mur- 
ders. He had killed Barnet because he was 
jealous of him, and he had killed Mrs. 
Adams in an attempt to kill Cornish, Whom 
he hated because Cornish had been the 
means of making him resign from the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club. 

Seven handwriting experts today testified 
mat the address on the poison packages sent 
the handwriting of Roland Molineux. ‘ 

Nicholas Heckman, the proprietor of a pri- 
vate letter-box establishment, who rented a 
box to a mysterious “ H. C. Barnet,” and to 
whom drugs came in which the poison was 
mixed that was sent to-Barnet, positively 
identified Molineux as the man who had 
rented the private letter-box from him in 
May last. * 


Molineux Under Mental Strain. 

Molineux has preserved the utmost indif- 
ference to the outcome of the inquest since 
he was first mentioned as having knowledge 
of the poisoning. He has testified willingly 
and during the recital of his testimony has 
laughed at questions put to him. It was 
different today. Molineux was pale and evi- 
dently worried. ee! 

When Heckman identified him as the man 
who rented the letter box, 3 arose 
and said in a loud voice: 

“That man lies.“ 

Later, when reflections were being cast 
on his wife by the District Attorney in an 
attempt to prove that Barnet was in love 
with Mrs. Molineux, Molineux objected-to 
the use of the word woman wher she was re- 
ferred to. 

“You mean lady,” he burst out, angrily, 
interrupting the court proceedings.

“The hand that wrote this letter signed 
Roland Molineux’ is the hand that wrote 
the documents in dispute signed Harry 
Cornish and H. C. Barnet.“ The witness 
declined absolutely to qualify the statement. 

Dr. William E. Hagen of Troy, an exam- 
iner of disputed handwriting, said he had 
examined the three sets of documents in the 
case and the letter signed Roland Moli- 
neux,’’ and was convinced that the same 
hand .wrote all of them. 

Professor Daniel P. Ames of Elizabeth, 
N. J.. was the next witness. He said he had 
been an expert at handwriting for thirty 
His testimony was in line with that 
given by the other experts, and he also testi- 
fied to the strength of his belief in his own 
deductions.

Molineux Not Affected. 

Roland B. Molineux sat and listened to the 
testimony of the handwriting experts with- 
out betraying any nervousness at all. Not 
so with his father, however, as General 
Molineux seemed almost on the verge of 
33 during the better part of the hear- 
ng. 

It was just 4:35 o’clock when District At- 
torney Gardiner arose and announced that 
all the evidence in the hands of the people 
had been given and he faced the jury and 
began to sum up the case. He explained to 
the jury the reasons for the delay in bringing 
the case to an investigation, saying that it 
was necessary to determine whether Mrs. 
Adams had in reality died of poison. Pro- 
fessor Witthaus discovered poison in the 
contents of the bottle, and as soon as it was 
possible for the District Attorney’s office 
to go ahead with the inquest it did so.

In November last Barnet was taken III 
after swallowing some medicine which 
came to him through the mail, and which 
was supposed to be a sample of Kutnow 
powder. His illness resembled diphtheria, 
but after which occurred the second week 
in November, it was discovered that he had 
been poisoned with cyanide of mercury, 
which was mixed in the powder sent through 
the mails. 4 

While Barnet lay sick a box of flowers | 
was received by him from Miss Chesebrough 
and a note signed Blanche.’’ The tone ot 

the note showed that tender relations ex 
isted between Barnet and Miss Chesebrough. 
Molineux did not call to see Barnet during 
his illness, nor did he attend the funeral of 
his best friend. but Miss Chesebrough at- 
tended the funeral and for a few days after- 
ward dressed in black. 

Two weeks after Barnet died Molineux 
married Miss Chesebrough. The marriage 
excited some comment at the time, because 
it was sup tHat the girl had been in 
love with Barfet, who was hardly cold in 
his grave. 

The fact that Barnet was poisoned did not 
leak out until after the death of rs. 
Adams. It was known that cyanide of mer- 
cury was in the Kutnow powder sent to him, 
but it was supposed that he died from 
diphtheria, as the physician's certificate 
stated. It was the purpose of the club mem-. 
bers to prevent scandal in the club if possi- 
ble, and the matter was hushed up. 

Then eame the poisoning of Mrs, Adams 
in an attempt to poison Harry Cornish, the 
man whom Molineux hated. A bottle of 
bromo selizer was sent to Cornish through 
the mall. It was in a little silver holder. 
and came two days before Christmas, It 
was supposed to bea Christmas gift. 

Cornish took the supposed bromo seltzer 
to his home, where he lived with Mrs. Adams 
and her daughter, Mrs. Florence Rogers. A 
few days after Christmas Mrs. Adams was 
feeling ill and asked Cornish, so Cornish 
says, to give her some bromo seltzer. The 
bottle in the silver holder was brought and 
a dose taken out, one for Mrs. Adams. 

Mrs. Adams fell to the floor and expired 
soon after swallowing the drug. Cornish 
says he took some of the stuff left in the 
glass and was made ill, though one physician 
denies he was sick. 

Then the story was told of the poisoning 
of Barnet. His body was disinterred and an 
examination of the powder taken before his 
death proved that the same poison which 
caused the death of Mrs. Adams was in- 
strumental in causing the death of Barnet. 

For weeks the police have been at a loss 
for a clew to the sender of the poison and 
the motive for the double murder. Cornish 
said from the first that; suspected Molt- 
neux, but the police weré afraid to make an 
arrest, as there was absolutely nothing on 
which to base this suspicion. 

Then came the examination of the hand- 
writing of the address on the poison pack- 
ages. It was with great difficulty that a 
sample of Molineux's handwriting could be 
secured. It was secured several days ago 
and immediately handwriting experts de- 
clared that he had addressed the package of 
poison to Barnet and Cornish. 

Then came the identification by Heckman 
and the motive Molineux had for wishing 
Barnet and Cornish out of the way. As soon 
as all this was put in evidence the jury re 
tired and brought in a verdict which resulted 
in the arrest of Molineux. 

There are few better known men in the 
athletic clubs in New York than Molineux. 
For years he has been regarded as one of the 
best all-around amateur athletes in the 
State. His father and mother are among 
the most prominent persons socially in 
Brooklyn, and young Molineux has figured 
more or less prominently in society during 
the last four or five years.

HONOR SAMPSON AT BERMUDA. 


British Colony Devotes Five Days to 
Entertaining Visiting Ameri- 
can Admiral.’

Hamilton, Bermuda, Feb. 24.—Admiral W. 
. Sampson, in his flagship New York, ac- 
companied by the battleship Indiana, left 
here for Havana this morning, after a five 
days’ stay, during which he and his offi- 
cers were the recipients of many honors. 

Acting evidently under instructions from 
the imperial government, General Digby 
Barker, C. B., the Governor, and Sir John E. 
Fisher, commanding the North American 
and West Indian fleet, arranged a program 
of state functions for their guest. Sunday 
was rainy and disagreeable, but in spite of 
the weather Bermuda turned out en masse 
when the guns announced the arrival of 
Sampson, and hundreds of people watched 
the American ships steam to their anchor- 
age among the British men-of-war at the 
dockyard. 

Monday was bright and beautiful, and at 
10:30 Admiral Sampson paid his official call 
on board the flagship Renown, where he was 
received by Sir John Fisher. the English 
ships firing a salute as he stepped on board. 
Hardly had Sampson returned to the New 
York when his visit was returned by the 
British Admiral. 

At noon Admiral Sampson, attended by 
Flag Captain F. E. Chadwick, Captain Tay- 
lor of the Indiana, and Flag Lieutenant 8. 
A. Staunton, went by boat to Hamilton to 
call at Government House. 

The Governor's carriage was in waiting, 
and the Americans paid an official call at 
Mount Langton,-where they were received 
by General Barker and his personal staff, 
Lieutenant Platt, A. D. C.; Colonel Yule, 
Captain Hickman, and the Hon. Archibald 
Alison, Colonial Secretary. 

The Governor called on board the New 


Tork in the afternoon, and in the evening 


Admiral Fisher gave a state dinner for the 
Americans at his residence, Clarence Hill. 

In the evening Sampson was dined at 
Mount Langton, and the guests included the 
American staff officers, Sir John and Lady 
Fisher, Admiral and Mrs. Upshur, American 
Consul and Mrs. Greene, Mr. and Mrs. Grin- 
nell Willis, and all the heads of the military 
and civil departments.

JESSE JAMES TELLS HIS SIDE. 


Endeavors to Establish an Alibi in the 
Train Robbery Case—State Wit- 
nesses Make Admissions. . 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 27.—[Special.]— 
The most interesting chapter in the Jesse 
James train robbery trial came today when 
the young man’s own testimony was given 
and when three members of his family were 
put on the stand. 

Young James made a good witness in his 
own behalf, both as to his manmer and the 
substance of his evidence. He was calm, 
logical, and had the appearance of inno- 
cence. Before he took the stand his char- 
acter had been praised in unqualified terms 
by many of the most reputable men of Kan- 
sas City, including attorneys. Judges, busi- 
ness and professional men, all of whom had 
known him more or less intimately? 

James testified that on the night of the 
robbery he wasat his home, about four miles

POLICY OF DEMOCRATS. 


CAUCUS IN WASHINGTON DECLARES 
AGAINST EXPANSION. 


Resolution Opposing Permanent Oc- 
| cupation of the Philippines and 
Ownership of Colonies—Minority in 
Congress Instructed to Act—General 
Wheeler Tells His Associates That 
the President Should Be Sustained 
During the War. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—At a caucus 
of the Democratic members of the House 
of Representatives, held in the hall of the 
House tonight, the following declaration of 


policy and resolutions as to the Philippines 


were adopted: 

We hold that the constitution of the 
United States was ordained and established 
for an intelligent, liberty loving, and self- 
governing people and cannot be successfully 
applied to a people of different virtues and 
conditions. We therefore hold that a co- 
lonial policy is contrary to the theory of our

TO INVESTIGATE CORN RATES. 


Interstate Commerce Commission Wil] 
Take Up Chicago Board of 
Trade Protest. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.— [Special. 
Upon statements and resolutions filed by the 
Chicago Board of Trade the Interstate Com- 
merce commission has ordered an investiga- 
tion of rates on corn and other grain to New 
York and other north Atlantic seaports on 
shipments forexport. The hearing is to take 
place in Chicago on March 3. 

The Chicago Board of Trade resolutions 
state that St. Louis and other Mississippi 
River points have usually taken rates to the 
seaboard which were higher than those from 
Chicago, but that the Mnes east of the Mis- 
sissippi have recently put in at Mississippi 
River points export rates on corn originating 
west of that river which are less than chose 
from Chicago. 

To New York it is said that theexport corn 
rate from St. Louis is now 13% cents on 
shipments from points west of the Missis- 
sippi, while from Chicago a 16-cent rate is in 
force. |

eign Affairs committee to introduce and 
urge the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the United States hereby 
disclaim any disposition or intention to ex- 
ercise permanent sovereignty, jurisdiction, 
or control over the Philippine Islands and 
assert their determination when an inde- 
pendent government shall have been erected 
therein to transfer to said government upon 
terms which shall be reasonable ard just 
all rights secured under the cession by Spain 
and thereupon to leave the government and 
control of the islands to their people.“ 

Another resolution by Mr. Griggs [Ga.], 
was adopted as follows: 

We, the Democratic members of the 
House of Representatives, in caucus assem- 
bled, commend the signal loyalty and valor 
of our soldiers and sailors in the performance 
of every military duty. to which they have 
been ed by proper authority, however 
much We may deplore the policy of the ad- 
ministration now directing their movements: 
and we pledge to them our hearty support 
and sympathy under all circumstances wher- 
ever engaged.“ 

The following resolution by Mr. Livingston 
[Ga.] was lost: | 

Resolved. That the United States Con- 
gress, as soon as the treaty of peace be- 
tween this government and Spain is ratified, 
give notice to the inhabitants of the Phillp- 
pines that it is not our desire or purpose to 
hold them under permanent military con- 
trol, or as colonial subjects, but as soon as 
practicable to aid them to establish a re- 
publican form of government and to become 
independent and self-sustaining, with such 
commercial and military privileges from the 
United States as may be agreed upon be- 
tween us. In the meantime, we will protect 
both persons and property with the largest 
liberty to citizens possible under the cir- 
cumstances.’’ 

The caucus began at 8 p. m. and lasted 
until nearly midnight. 

The attendance was large, and little divis- 
ion of sentiment was manifested on the gen- 
eral features of the resolutions. The first 
resolutions were offered by Mr. Clark, Mis- 
sourt, from the Democratic members of the 
Foreign Affairs committee, and were the text 
tor most of the speeches. Among those who 
spoke were Representatives Bailey, Texas; 
Allen, Mississippi; Gaines, Georgia; Wheel- 
er, Alabama; Lents, Ohio; and Cowherd,

VILATTE AGAIN A CATHOLIC. 


Wisconsin Prelate of Many Creeds 
Formally Returns to the 
Roman Church. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 27.—[Special.]— 
The recantation of Bishop Vilatte of the 
Catholic faith and the announcement that 
he has reéntered the Roman Catholic Church 
was made here today upon receipt of a copy 
of the public confession which Vilatte has 
made in Rome. . 

This latest spectacular move of the Bishop 
does not surprise those who knew him. as 
Vilatte has done little else for a number of 
years but leave one church and join an- 
other. 

He was formerly a Roman Catholic priest, 
but left it to join the Episcopal Church. He 
studied at Nashotah House, was ordained a 
minister, and given charge of a mission at 
Green Bay, where there is a large settlement 
of French Canadians. 

He was not doing well, and as Bishop 
Grafton of Fond du Lac paid no attention 
to his entreaties to be ordained a Bishop 
with special charge of the French Episco- 
palians he left the Episcopalian Church, and 
embraced the faith of the old Catholics. 
He was still only a priest, and his heart was 
set on being a p. 

He could not induce any of the Bishops of 
this country to ordain him and he madea 
trip to India, where he was ordained by some 
Bishop of the Greek Church. He returned 
to this country and announced himself as of 
the first old Catholic church. 

One of his first acts was to ordain as 
Bishop a Polish priest of Buffalo, who had 
left the Roman Catholic church. 

The old Catholic congregations at Duvall, 
Wis., and Green Bay were so poor that thcy 
could not support his cathedral at Duvall, 
which had to be sold. He then went to Eng- 
land, where a short time ago he again came 
into public notice by ordaining the famous 
Father Ignatius. 

About a year ago Bishop Grafton wrote 
an exposé of Vilatte’s church record, which 
appeared in the London Church Times. 
Vilatte was accused of having taken money 
for administering the sacraments of the 
church and with being various kinds of a 
fraud. Vilatte made no reply to the article, 
but left the country shortly after it was pub- 
lished. 


QUAY TRIAL IS POSTPONED. 


District Attorney Further Delays the

Resolution Adopted to Pay Him an An- 
nual Salary of $12,000 for Fifteen 
Years and After That Term Fix His 
Pay by Matual Agreement—His 
Friends Say the Arrangement Made 
Is in Accordance with His Ex- 
pressed Wishes. 


Dr. Emi) G. Hirsch will remain in Chi- 
cago. This fact was determined by the ac- 
tion of Sinai congregation at its meeting last 
night in unanimously adopting the report cf 
the special sommittee of the Board of 
Trustees, which fully embodies Dr. Hirsch’s 
terms. The report concludes with the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That Chicago Sinai Congregation en- 
ters into an agreement with Dr. Hirsch to of- 
ficiate as its rabbi on the following terms: To 
pay Dr. Hirsch a salary of $22,000 a year for 
fifteen years from this date, and to make the en- 
gagement for life, the salary after the expiration 
of this fifteen years to be fixed by mutual agree- 
ment between the rabbi and the congregation. 

The report, which was presented by Presi- 

dent Albert Fishell, Leon Mandel, and 
Adolph Loeb, on behalf of the Executive 
board, was in part as follows: 
. The Executive board begs leave to report that 
they have held a number of meetings, carefully 
weighing and considering the strong argument 
and the lofty appeal presented to us by our sister 
congregation cf New York why we should bid our 
rabbi ‘* godspeed ‘' and have him enter the larger 
and wider fleld in the metropolis of our great 
country. While fully agreeing with our brethren 
of New York that a strong, eloquent, intelligent, 
and fearless leader like our Dr. Hirsch would find 
virtually a limitless field in a city as great as 
New York, and that thousands of our people, new- 
comers, ignorant of our institutions and, to a 
great extent, aliens to them in thought and con- 
ception, would find in him a master mind to lead 
them, a leader of unsurpassed abilities, of great 
moral courage and force of character, we cannot 
be unmindful of the fact that this growing empire 
city of the West is similarly situated. 

Not only have we in cur midst thousands of our 
own people who require the guidance of a great 
legaler, with Dr. Hirsch's eloquence and force of 
character, but there are many thousands of our 
citizens, non-Jews, tollers in the workshops, in 
the stores, and in the counting-rooms, who look to 
our rabbi as the champion of their rights and jus- 
tice, and whose going away would leave them with- 
out one of their strongest friends. 8 

Sinai Temple, like Temple Emanu-El, has never 
been indifferent to the obligations resting upon it. 
It has been our cardinal doctrine to lead in and ad- 
vance the cause not only of Judaism, but humanity. 
For this our congregation will always stand. 
Should we give realization to the wishes of our 
brethren in New York, we would find ourselves an 
army without a General; soldiers anxious to do 
duty, but with none tc lead or direct. .. . 

We are, therefore, constrained to recommend 
you to decline the request of Temple Emanu-El, 
and to withold the consent to Dr. Hirsch to leave 
Chicago. 

The meeting, which was called to hear the 
report, was attended by 173 members of the 
congregation. Among these was one wom- 
an—Mrs. Leopold Strauss. President Fishell 
presided. When he read the report and the 
resolution giving Dr. Hirsch Hfe tenure, 
the audience broke into applause. 

Upon the adoption of the report a com- 
mittee of six, composed of Adolph Loeb, 
Herman Nathan, Edward Rose, Albert 
Fishell, and Louls B. Kuppenheimer, waited 
upon Dr. Hirsch at his home and invited him 
to the meeting, but word was sent back that 
he was indisposed. Speeches were made 
by El B. Rosenthal, Edward Rose, Julian 
Mack, and Julius Rosenthal. 

When seen at his residence, 3612 Grand 
boulevard, by a reporter for THE TRIBUNE 
after the meeting and asked if he was pre- 
pared to announce his decision in the matter, 
Dr. Hirsch said: “I hardly think it would 
be proper for me to do so at this time, but 
I will do so: at an early date, probably from 
my pulpit next Sunday.”

ARRAIGNS THE SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


Superintendent Andrews Declares That 
Political Pulls Held by Teachers 
Weaken City’s Educational Force. 


Superintendent E. Benjamin Andrews of 
the Chicago schools described yesterday his 
position as a big clerkship,’ made useless, 
as far as executive purposes were con- 
cerned, by a clumsy school system bounti- 
fully tinctured with political pulls in the 
possession of teachers and employés. He 
asserted that he foresaw long ago the defeat 
of the educational bill through the efforts 
of teachers who understood that the present 
condition of affairs was a protection to 
mediocrity and incompetency.

“ Uniformly Bad and That the Com-

Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—[Special.]—At

Some exceedingty interesting testimony was 
given as to the bad effect of the canned beef 
rations; because it came from enlisted men. 
The investigating commission did not see fit 
to call before it any of the men who had to 
eat the beef, but contented itself with exam- 
ining the commissary officers who issued it 
and the regimental officers who had their 
own supply to depend upon. The court of 
inquiry has gone to the men themselves for 
tts information. 

Non-commissioned officers were placed on 
the stand and testified that the canned roast 
beef made the men sick almost as soon as 
they had eaten it. They aiso presented a 
serious indictment against the Commissary 
department inasmuch as they showed) that 
the rations of coffee, sugar, salt, pepper, 
vinegar, candles, and other supplies were 
almost uniformly short. ' 

Commissioner General Eagan himself said 
that it was not expected the men could eat 


the canned roast beef without pepper and 


salt, and now veteran non-commissioned offi- 
cers testify that for days together they did 
not have any of these important condiments. 

The general tenor of the testimony today, 


ds heretofore, was that on the whole the re- 


frigerated beef was fairly good, while the 
canned roast beef was almost uniformly 
bad. . 

General Eagam has made several declara- 
tions that canned roast beef has been a part 
of the army rations for ten years or more. 


The men examined today united in saying 


they had been in the army for a number of 
years, but had never been fed on canned 
roast beef. 

Brigadier General Robert D. Macfeely. | 
retired, who was Commissary General of 
Subsistence from 1875 to 1890, testified that 
during his service he had recommended the 
introduction of a regular travel ration with 
a view to bettering the condition of the 
soldiers. Prior to that the men often had 
suffered on long trips in trying to live for 
several days on what was then known as 
the “cooked ration.“ which usually con- 
sisted of bread and meat without even | 
coffee.

The Sergeant thought 
this also came from the refrigerated meat;

OBITUARY. 


GEORGE HENRY BIMPLE died at Zanes- 


He was born in Winchester, Va., in 1828, but 


of age. In early life he was a stage driver 
Fa., Wheeling, W. Va., Zanesville, O., and 
Marietta. During President Polk's adminis- 
tration Mr. Bimple was chosen to carry the 
President's message from Wheeling to 
Zanesville, O0. He was a most accomplished 
whip, and would often drive eight or ten 
horses ata time. In the early 50s Mr. Bim- 
ple was appointed messenger of the Adams 
Express company, running on the stages 
between Wheeling, W. Va., and Columbue. 
Afterwards he was appointed messenger on 
the different railroads as they were com- 
pleted between Wheeling and Columbus. He 
also ran between Pittsburg and Steubenville 
before the road was constructed west of 
Steubenville, and when completed west his 
route extended to the terminus. In 1858 or 
1859 he was appointed route agent by the 
manager of the Adams Express company, 
and during the war he was route agent in the 
South. Under General Jones of Louisville, 
Ky., he had charge of all the funds sent by 
the government to pay the army. He had 
many narrow escapes, but never met with 
disaster, and delivered safely all the funds 
to, the army paymasters. He was remark- 
ably successful as a detective, and few dis- 
honest employés of the Adams Express com- 
pany ever escaped him. Last fall an agent 
abseonded with $10,000 from Orrville, and 
Mr. Bimple tracked him to Mexico, where, 
after a week's stay, he secured his man, ho 
is now serving a term in the Ohio peniten- 
tiary.

That man was H. Eugene Leigh, who this 
season will have the largest racing stable 
in training on the American turf.

For 
the same date the Secretary of the Chicago 
Board of Trade states the visible supply of 
grain in ‘the United States and Canada as 
20,920,000 bushels of wheat, 31,821,000 bush- 


eis of corn, 9,369,000 bushels of oats, 1,504,- 


000 busheis of rye,.and 2,674,000 bushels of 


barley. These figures are larger than the 
corresponding ones a week ago by 302,000 
bushels of wheat, 16,000 bushels of corn, 
and 603,000 bushels of oats, and smaller by 
37,000 bushels of rye, and 98,000 bushels of 
Dbariey. The visible supply of wheat for the 
corresponding week of a year ago decreased 
1,846,000 bushels. 


AGUINALDO TIRED OF HIS JOB. 

Two Malay commissioners from Aguinal- 
do’s headquarters at Malolos came into 
Manila yesterday under a flag of truce to 
announce that 8,000 rebels were anxious to 
surrender and to hint that Aguinaldo him- 
self was.“ inclined to accept pacific over- 
tures,” "This condescending attitude of the 
arch-rebel is interesting, but it will spike 
no American guns. If there is any accept- 
ing of overtures it must be the other way 
around. The United States government is 
not accustomed to go upon its knees to 
seek peace from upstart rebel leaders. The 


only pacific overtures that will avail any- 
thing must come in the form of Aguinaldo’s 


absolute and unconditional surrender. 
There is every reason to believe that 
Aguinaldo is sick and tired of his rebel- 
lious undertaking. Probably the number of 
his rebels who are anxious to surrender is 
considerably greater than the 8,000 at 
Malolos. The whole insurgent scheme is 
rapidly tottering to its fall. In the begin- 
ning Aguinaldo counted upon the support 
of the two chief branches of the Malay 
race in the Philippines—the Tagalogs in 
Luson and the Visayas in the central group 


-composed of Panay, Negros, Cebu, Bohol, 
nd Leyte. The Visayas have now com- 


pletely abandoned the rebellion, and the 
two chief cities of the group—tLloilo and 
Cebu—are submitting peacefully to the 
American rule. A delegation from Negros 
has come unsolicited to Manila to proffer 
the allegiance of the natives of that island. 
Aguinaldo’s support is now confined to a 
comparatirély small fraction of the Taga- 


fogs in Luzon, and even these followers 
are rapidly developing a desire to desert

peace overtures. When that pestiferous 


and cowardly rebel gets ready to hand 


over his sword and the remnant of his 
rebel mob to United States authority he 
can have peace, but until he does that 
there can be no negotiations with him. 
The sooner he takes that step the better 
it will be for him and his followers. 


EVOLUTION AND EXPANSION. 
If Bryan is able to shape the policy of 
the Democratic party next year, as he was 


three years ago, it will be an anti-expan- 


sion as well as a free silver party. It 
will demand the abandonment of the Philip- 


pines as well as the debasement of the 


eurrency. Whether Bryan will succeed in 
inducing an organization which has been 
accustomed to boast of the different ter- 
ritorial acquisitions made while it was in 
power to apologize for past acquisitions 
and to protest against new ones, depends 
largely on the young men in the party. 
Those among them who would rather see 
their country great than see Bryan Presi- 
dent and who are not mere office-seekers 
ready to espouse any doctrine in the hope 
of getting a government job, will not believe 
that national duty and morality demand the 
surrender of the Philippines. 

Bryan asserts that expansion is immoral 
now. He declared in his address on the 
anniversary of Washington’s birthday 
that 

When the advocates of imperialism find it im- 
possible to recuncile a colonial policy with the 
principles of our government, or with the canons 
of morality; when they are unable to defend 
it upon the ground of religious duty or pecuniary 
profit, they fall back in helpless despair upon the 
assertion that it is destiny. Suppose it does 
violate the constitution.“ they say: suppose 
it does break all the commandments; suppose 
it does entail upon the nation an incalculable 
expenditure of blood and money; it is destiny, 
and we must submit.“ 

Destiny is not a matter of chance, it is a matter 
of choice; it is not a thing to be waited for, it isa 
thing to be achieved. 

Who is Bryan that he should pose as 


the champion of morality? He has made 


This chief reputation as the advocate of 


a scheme to debase the money standard 
by retroactive legislation, for the purpose 
of scaling down debts more than one- 
half. Itis not necessary, however, to press 
that point, nor is it necessary to dwell om

But whether Bryan is sincere or 
insincere in what he says, his argument is 
fatally defective beeause—ignorantly in one 
case and intentionally in the other—he dis- 
regards that great principle of evolution 
which controls the fortunes of races and 
of nations. Its workings in the United 
States cannot be set aside by all the efforts 
of the Bryans and the Schurzes, the Bour- 
bons and the mugwumps. They are imi-

The evolution of the Anglo-American 
peoples has been irresistibly in the di- 
rection of territorial expansion. The Eng- 
lish were not content with the absorption 
of Scotland, Wales, and Ireland, but they 
reached out over seas. They planted 
colonies in America. They laid hands on 
some of the Spanish West India Islands. 
They gained a foothold in India and have 
become its masters. They drove the French 
out of North America. They made the 
Dutch settlements in South Africa their 
own and now they have intrenched them- 
selves on the Nile. They settled Australia, 
They got possession of islands in the Medi- 
terranean and the Pacific. England has 
gone on from acquisition to acquisition 
with but one setback—the loss of those 
thirteen colonies which declared themselves 
independent and went into the expansion 
business on their own account. 

The United States evolved iné¥itably 
from the territorially limited power of 
1783 to the expanded and expanding nation 
of today. There were protests against the 
acquisition of Louisiana, Florida, Califor- 
nia, and Texas. How vain they were! 
Forces- which neither Federalists nor 
Whigs could withstand drove the nation 
onward. The latest work of evolution is 
the war with Spain and the acquisition of 
Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philippines. 
Evolution: made the war with Spain in- 
evitable, and the new possessions of the 
United States are the inevitable results 
of that war. The United States could not 


subtle forces which press it onward. Nor 
has evolution finished its work. Terri- 
torial expansion has not stopped. Within 
a decade the healthy growth of the coun- 
try will extend its boundaries again. 
Bryan is not a philosopher who observes 
and reflects. He is merely a charlatan who 
is in search of the Presidency. He has 
never sought to discover the underlying 
laws which govern men’s action—a knowl- 
edge of which laws makes it possible to 
predict what men will do when unexpected 
events happen.

Hence, when Bryan makes predictions as 
to what Americans will do, he is inevitably 
wrong. He judges from surface indications 
alone. He knows nothing of the deep- 
seated forces which actuate them. He 
sees the drift wood swept this way and 
that by the wind and does not know of 
the steady currents below. Nature gave 
him a glib tongue, but denied him the facul- 
ty of analytical thought. Thus he is not 
the stuff that genuine prophets are made of. 
This country is carried. onward and up- 
ward by evolution in spite of Bryan’s op- 
position. Spain is and long has been un- 
dergoing a process of devolution, the anti- 
podes of evolution. It has been retrograd- 
ing and decaying. It has been going down 
hill, while the United States has béen 
going up hill. There are a few Spaniards 
who have struggled against. devolution, 
They have been powerless to accomplish 
anything. They have not been able to 
change the inherited modes of thought and 
the feelings of their countrymen. They 
can su only by making Spaniards 
other than what they are, which is impos- 
sible. So Bryan can succeed only by mak- 
ing Americans ‘other than what they are.

The Tammany raid on the 
RAPID TRANSIT elevated roads in New York 
IN NEw YORK. City has rather obscured 

developments in the under- 
ground rapid transit plan, to which Tam- 
many has been hostile because the way to 
make a big steal of it was not apparertt. It 
has been the idea all along that the City of 
New York would build the great tunnel, 
and probably lease it after completion. 
After several years of inaction the Rapid 
Transit commission has drawn a bill amend- 
ing the existing law so that the building of 
the road or roads may be done by private 
capital. If the Legislature makes this change 
New York City may obtain rapid transit in 


way, if the commission awards the fran- 
chise to the right persons under the proper 


safeguards. 


THE SITUATION IN FRANCE, 
One is not surprised to learn that the 
Due d’Orleans is disgusted. with Paul 
Deroulede’s attempt to set him upon the 
French throne, He is perfectly willing to 
occupy the throne, but the poet’s madcap 
escapade at the Neuilly Barracks has thus 
far accomplished nothing but to make the 
Royalist pretender a laughing stock for 
the world. Worse than this, it has result- 
ed in the arrest of five Royalists who threw 
bunches of. flowers inside the railing of 
the Column Vendôme, and in the institution 
of active measures for the disbanding of 
the League of Patriots, a powerful body 
organized by Deroulede. 

Thus far the action of the governmen 
has been Confined to the seizure of docu- 
ments in the houses of seventeen suspects, 
with the intention of discovering any con- 
nection between the league and the Royal- 
ists or Bonapartists. It seems probable 
that evidence of such connection will be 
forthcoming, and then the league will be 
decidedly in trouble. In the meantime, 
Deroulede himself is extremely anxious to 
be tried and punished for his act of treason 
in seizing General Roget's bridle, crying, 
“On to the Elysée,’ and attempting to 
force the army to attack the President's 
palace. There is every probability that he 
will have his wish, and that the Chamber 


of Deputies will not only give him a severe 


sentence but will also back up President 
Loubet in the disbanding of the League of 
Patriots. 

Just here appears the only grave feature 
of the situation. This league is no such 
handful of serio-comic conspirators as 
Deroulede’s crazy action might lead one to 
imagine. It is a body of 100,000 educated 
and patriotic men, organized originally for 
anti-German purposes, and fervent idolaters 
of the army. Whether this league, as a 
whole, is to any extent impregnated with 
Royalist ideas or not, the danger is that 
when it finds itself under orders to dis- 
band and when it sees its leader under 
a heavy sentence for treason, it will rally 
to Deroulede’s support in force and make 
serious trouble. This is exactly what the 
poet and anti-Semite fanatic is counting 
upon, which accounts for his eagerness to 
be tried and sentenced. 

The fact that all Deroulede’s literary 
friends and supporters have abandoned him 
in disgust indicates that he is probably 
as far astray in his calculations on this 
point as he was when he made his ridiculous 
attempt at a coup d’état. However, there 
is no- such thing as being sure of what 
Frenchmen will do, and there is a possibili- 
ty that Deroulede may still have the satis- 
faction of being-the cause of serious trouble 
to the republic. 


During a mad dog scare on 


THE GIRL Long Island a young girl 
OR THE was bitten by a dog sup- 
GUINEA Pic. posed to be suffering from 


rabies. The dog died. The 
girl has worried herself into a nervous 
wreck. Dr. Cabot, the bacteriologist of the 
health department, asked the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals to 
give him a part of the dead dog’s spinal 
cord so that he might make an tnoculation 
test and possibly save the girl’sreason. The 
society ascertained that the doctor intended 
to inoculate a guinea pig and refused his 
request on the ground that it would be 
cruelty to animals. It may be that the dog 
did not have the rabies, but the society 
stands by the guinea pig. Such extremes 
are liable to bring a worthy cause into dis- 
repute. 


THE BOUNTY-GRABBERS. 

If a State grants one industry a bounty 
other industries are not slow in making a 
demand for enforced assistance on the part 
of the taxpayers. Four years ago the Min- 
nesota Legislature provided for the pay- 
ment of a bounty of a cent a pound on all 
sugar produced in the State. This was an 
attempt to make the taxpayers in city and 
country stand the cost of developing the 
beet sugar industry in the State and of in- 
suring against loss men who might go into 
the business. 

When the Minnesota Legislature met this 
year a bill was introduced for the payment 
of a bounty of half a dollar a ton on pig iron 
made in the State. Its advocates declared 
that if the taxpayers would only put their 
hands in their pockets and do something 
for pig iron that part of the State where 
the great iron ore deposits are would be 
filled with flaming furnaces. It was ex- 
plained at great length that the Minnesota 
iron ore ought not to be carried away to 
Cleveland, Pittsburg, or Chicago, but 
should be converted into pig iron at home, 
thus giving employment to Minnesota labor 
resi adding greatly to the wealth of the 

ate. 

So attractive was the picture drawn by 
the men who want the taxpayers to heip 
them build and run iron furnaces that their 
bill received 51 votes in the House. Lackily 
62 votes were cast against it. Therefore 
no bounties on pig iron will be paid yet 
awhile. When the Legislature meets again, 
however, the applicants for bounties will be 
on hand and may be able to carry their 
point. Had they been successful this year 
the starch manufacturers would have 
sprung a bill which they had in readiness 
for the payment of a bounty of a cent a 


spite of Van Wyck. It is by far the better 


sugar manufacturers thé Minnesota experi- 
ences would be repeated here. Other inter- 
ests would hold out their contribution boxes 
and ask that some of the taxpayers’ money 
be put in them. The new applicants for 
bounties would work in union with the 
sugar bounty people and manage to get 
themselves all quartered on the treasury. 
If one industry is given a bounty others 
clamor for and get bounties. Therefore the 
only course to pursue is to frown on all 
bounty beggars. The late Judge Cooley put 
the case plainly when he said: 

The State can have no favorites. It cannot 
compel. an unwilling minority to submit to taxa- 
tion in order that it may keep upon its feet any 
business that cannot stand alone. Moreover, it is 
not a weak interest only that can give pldusible 
reasons for public aid. When the State once enters 
upon the business of subsidies we shall not fall 
to discover that the strong and powerful interests 
are those most likely to control legislation, and 
that the weaker will be taxed to enhance the 
profits of the stronger. 


WHERE GENERAL GOMEZ ERRS. 


General Gomez is at present enjoying | 


much féting and applause in Cuba and is 
being lionized by Cubans and Americans 
alike. His sudden friendliness for the 
United States after receiving the promise 
of $3,000,000 for ‘his soldiers is a pleasant 
thing to contemplate, but there are not lack- 
ing certain signe that General Gomez stil! 
fails to grasp the true situation. In ä re- 
cent speech in which he discussed the rela- 
tions between Cuba and the United States 
he said: Love of country can never 
properly be weighed in the balance against 
gold, yet many American periodicals say 
the Cubans are blind because they cannot 
see the financial advantage of linking their 
fate with that of the United States. The 
Cuban birthright is not for sale.” This is 
merely Gomez's style of saying that he still 
expects to be placed at the head of a 
despotic Cuban government of some kind, 
and that in such a position he intends to 
bar out American capital and influence. 

In this matter General Gomez is reckon- 
ing without his host. In the first place, he is 
not the whole Cuban people by a million and 
a half. In the second place, he does not 
know what he is talking about when he 
contemns the value of American capital, 
and his ideas will appeal only to a small 
class of narrow-minded race partisans. 
Further, the Americans have been in legal 
possession of Cuba only since Jan. 1, and 
it is too soon to judge of the effects of Ameri- 
can occupancy or of American capital. The 
Spanish officials and soldiers have not all 
departed from the island, and the Ameri- 
cans have not yet had time to devise the 
code for the future rule of the Cuban peo- 
ple. They have not yet set their adminis- 
trative machinery in operation, or estab- 
lished their new and improved system of 
taxation, or started an adequate schoo! sys- 
tem, or arranged a modern postal service, 
or set the courts at work upon a basis of 
American justice, or completed the police, 
fire, or life insurance departments. The 
$3,000,000 of American gold has not yet 
been distributed among the ex-insurgents. 
Thousands of local civil offices remain to be 
distributed among the Cubans—both ex- 
insurgents and ex-Spanish loyalists. The 
Oatholie clergy has not yet had time to set- 
tle down to work under the tip received 
from Rome to help secure peace, quiet, and 
prosperity under the united influence of the 
Cuban and American Bishops. All these 
things have evidently not been duly con- 
sidered by, General Gomes, or he would 
not talk so dogmatically, pragmatically, and 
positively. 

Gomez makes light of the influence of 
American gold. Let him wait a few years 
and witness its molding, cheering, cap- 


tivating effects upon all classes and ranks 4 


of Cuban society. Already American gold 
is buying up the railroads on the island, put- 
ting them into good repair, introducing more 
locomotives and new rolling stock, rebuild- 
ing bridges, stations, and warehouses, and 
furnishing employment for hundreds of 
Cubans, both white and black. Prospectors 
are traveling all over the island with a view 
to locating new railway lines from the in- 
terior to the coast towns, thus promising 
more employment and better distribution 
for Cuban products. All these things will 
convert the Cubans to the value of Ameri- 
can gold and to the beneficence of Ameri- 
can rule, undermining the narrow kind of 
loyalty that Gomez is depending upon to 
raise him into a local despot and to isolate 
the Cubans from the great outside world. 
It must be remembered that no time has 
yet been set for turning over Cuba to Gomez 
& Co. and to a régime of warring chiefs. A 
long interval of American rule must at least 
intervene before any attempt is made in that 
direction. In the meantime there will be 
established throughout the island several 
hundred American banking houses, each 
with Cuban or Spanish partners to bring in 
business. Let General Gomez consider the 
conservative and quieting influence of these 
purse-wielding gentlemen before he expends 
all his scorn on glittering gold. Let him also 
consider the influence of American capital - 
ists in rehabilitating the sugar plantations, 
the tobacco farms, and the coffee planta- 
tions. Let him note the effect upon the 
banana groves and the vegetable gardens. 
Thrifty, skillful Yankee cultivators will 
rapidly settle in Cuba to grow early 
vegetables for the market in the States, 
and these men will exercise a powerful in- 
fluence for peace and liberty and self-gov- 
ernment—under the American flag. 

The naked truth may as well be recog- 
nized now as later by General Gomez and 
his patriotic followers—that overwhelming 
American influences, operating silently and 
irresistibly for the Americanizing and an- 
nexing of Cuba, are at work and cannot be 
stopped, Every month will bring the Cu- 
bans more and more into a full and willing 
acceptance of the inevitable result —ulti- 
mate annexation to the United States. 
They will themselves in a few years be talk - 
ing in English about Cuba's being the fif - 
tieth State in the great union— Oklahoma, 
New Mexico, et al. forming the missing 
links to complete the round half-hundred. 

Americans and Cubans alike cannot too 
soon become accustomed to the truth that 
Cuba is ours permanently and will not be 
cast off hereafter. It will be just as easy to 
govern it as to govern Louisiana or Horida. 
Its commerce and productions are too valu- 
able to lose. Uncle Sam is buying farms, 
but. he is not selling any. His family is 
large and growing, and he has no territory 
to spare,

Next to these, and by a long way second, 
is ex-Governor Culberson of Texas, suc- 
cessor to Roger Q. Mills. He is not entirely

new to national public life, and brings with 


him a local reputation for vigor and for con- 
siderable independence of character. Per- 
haps the next in importance is John Kean 
of New Jersey, an ex-member of the House, 
a trust lawyer and a fitting running mate 
for Senator Sewell. The fifth In rank, 80 
far as their qualities aro now known, is 
Louis McComas of Maryland; an ex-member 
of the House and a man of considerable pub- 
lic capacity.

He has already shown 
that he has strong convictions and the cour- 
age and the capacity and the earnestness 80 
to express them that they have attracted 
national attention in an incredibly short 
time.

War Record of Russell A. Alger. 

We have had inquiries from time to time 
concerning the military record of Russell A. 
Alger, now Secretary of War, which appear 
to be based upon the supposition that there is 
something to be discovered to his discredit. 
An examination of the 112 volumes of the 
records of the rebellion shows a large num- 
ber of references to the service of General 
Alger, all of which are complimentary. The 
nearest approach to censure is in a report 
stating that Colonel Alger was so eager 
in the pursuit of a routed enemy that “ with 
pardonable zeal he went a mile beyond 
the limits fixed for him. 

General Alger entered the service as an 
enlisted man in a regiment of Michigan vol- 
unteers, d was in June, 1865, brevetted 
a Major General of vulunteers. His gallant 
service on a particular occasion at Boone- 
ville, Ky., is described by Géneral Sheridan 
in his Personal Memoirs,“ Vol. I., pp. 160- 
164. It was, as General Sheridan says, “ the 
quick and desperate work that is usually 
imposed on a forlorn hope,“ and materially 
assisted in making a success of one of the 
most brilliant actions of the war, where 
Sheridan, by taking desperate chances, 
triumphed over a force estimated at 5,000 
men, Sheridan’s force being only 917. Alger 
made a flerce attack on the rear of this 
force with only ninéty mounted men, and 
by prompt action helped to throw them into 
such confusion that they fled in disorder 
before Sheridan’s front attack. This, in 
In 
his official report, July 1, 1862, General Sher- 
idan calls attention to Alger’s great gal- 
lantry,“ and says: I directed Captain 
Alger, With two companies of the Second 
Iowa and two companies of my own regi- 
ment, to charge them in the rear. This was 
handsomely done.“ 

General Alger subsequently commanded 
the Fifth Michigan Cavalry, and was wound- 
ed in the Gettysburg campaign. His regi- 
ment participated in the several charges 
made at Gettysburg on July 4. In March, 
1864, he was a special commissioner from 
the War department in connection with the 
President's amnesty proclamation. Gen- 
eral Kilpatrick reports. that the enemy 
“was repulsed by Colonel Alger of the 
Fifth Michigan, he leading the ad- 
vance.” General Custer reports Al- 
ger as conducting a charge ‘“‘ daring in the 
extreme.“ Sheridan reported June 16, 1864, 
that Alger took part in the cavalry engage- 
ment of June 12, which he describes as by 
far the most brilliant one of the present 
campaign. He describes Colonel Alger’s 
regiment as “ gallantly charging down the 
Gordonsville road, capturing 1,500 horses 
and about 800 men, but they were finally sur- 
rounded and had to give them up.“ This, as 
General Torbert explains in his report, was 
due to the embarrassment the regiment 
suffered in taking care of so much captured 
property. Though they were surrounded 
most of the regiment came in. Colonel 
Alger and a few men gallantly cut their way 
through a column of the enemy to our lines 
afternoon.” 

colonel Alger was also in the famo 
fight in which General J. E. B. Stuart — 
killed. Ot this fight General Custer says in 
his official report of the operations of May 
11, 1864: The edge of the wood nearest 
to my front was held by the enemy’s dis- 
mounted men, who poured a heavy fire into 
my lines until the Fifth and Sixth Michigan 
were ordered to dismount and drive the 
enemy from his position, which they did in 
the most gallant manner, led by Colonel 
Alger ot the Fifth and Major Kidd of the 
Sixth. In his report Colonel Alger says: 

Although this campaign has been a se- 
vere and fatiguing one, the regiment has not 
lost the service of a man from disease.“ In 
the roster of the army of the Potomac, Jan. 
81, 1864, Colonel Alger is reported in com- 
mand of the Second Brigade, Kilpatrick’s 
division, Sheridan's Cavalry Corps. He sub- 
sequently commanded the First Brigade, on 
duty picketing the left of Grant's army.

Fees for Bail Bonds. 

Alderman Smulski called attention to his 
order of a recent date, passed by the Coun- 
cil, instructing the Mayor to notify the po- 
lice magistrates not to collect fees for bail 
bonds in advance. He spoke of the fact the 
Supreme Court had pronounced such col- 
lections illegal, that a person arrested who 
was afterwards declared innocent had no 
way of getting his money back, and said it 
was a great hardship on poor people, arrest- 
ed on bogus charges, who often had to pay 
$3 or $4 for bonds on as many continuances 
only to be declared innocent when they came 
to trial. The Mayor, however, had refused 
to enforce the Council’s action, and he asked 
the Council to take further action in the 
matter. 

“I told you,” said the Mayor,“ the Coun- 
cil could not by resolution decrease the rev- 
enues of the city.” 

But this is not legitimate revenue,“ re- 
torted Alderman Smulski. ‘‘ The Supreme 
Court has decided the fees cannot be col- 
lected in advance, and the practice works 
great injustice on poor people in order to 
give money to the magistrates.”’ 

A motion to suspend the rules was beaten 
and the matter went to the Judiciary com- 
mittee, 24 to 34. 

An ordinance put in by Alderman Smulski 
increasing the license fee of junk dealers 
from $50 to $500 went to the License com- 


mittee. | 
Report on Police Fees. 


Following up the bail bond matter, Alder- 
man Cullerton had passed an order calling 
on the Deputy Controller for the figures 
showing the money received from the police 
magistrates in the months of October, No- 
vember, and December of the years 1897 and 
1898 respectively. 

Alderman Francis put in a resolution re- 
citing that a subcommittee appointed some 
time ago to investigate various abuses con- 
nected with the expenditure of the city’s 
money, had, through some mysteriqus in- 
fluence, been prevented from meeting, and 
asked that the Joint Committee on Streets 
and Alleys North, West, and South be in- 
structed to continue the investigation. It 
was beaten, 22 to 32, and sent to the Judi- 


|. clary committee. 


Alderman Cullerton had adopted a resolu- 
tion asking the Law department to inform 
the Council what it intended to do in the 
matter of the verdict for $202,653 given 
Joseph Duffy by the Supreme Court on ac- 
count of work on the Northwestern land 
tunnel, and in connection with it said:

As an echo of the crash that ingulfeu the 
National Bank of Illinois, a receiver will 
be asked today for the American Brewing 
company, of which George A. Weiss is 
President. He is the son-in-law of George 
Schneider, former President of the bank. 
The suit will be brought by the receivers 
of the bank by Moran, Kraus& Mayer. 

The affairs of the big brewery have been 
brought to a crisis by two actions in court. 
Yesterday President Weiss confessed judg- 
ment to the amount of $10,050 in the Su- 
perior Court in favor of A. Magnus’ Sons, 
maltsters, 244 Randolph street. 

Besides this judgment, a suit for $40,000, 
brought by General John McNulta and J. 
C. McKeon, receivers for the National Bank 
of Illinois, which was filed last Friday, is 
pending. The bank receivers hold bonds 
and other indebtedness against the brewing 
company to the amount of more than $500,- 
000, representing money advanced to the 
Schneider. These ad- 
vances he o br about 
the bank. ng the collapse of 

e confession of judgment made by Pres- 
ident Weiss practically ‘blocks the suit 
brought by Receivers McNulta and McKeon. 
Hence the application to be made today in 
the State courts for a receiver for the brew- 
ing company. If this move is accomplished 
the present management of the concern will 
undergo a change. 

The company blames its involved condi- 
tion to the increased war tax on beer and the 
beer war in Chicago. 

President Weiss declared at his residence 
last evening that the confessed judgment 
would be satisfactorily straightened out, 
but had nothing further to say concerning 
the affairs of the firm. 

General McNulta is suffering from an at- 
tack of the grip at his residence and did not, 
feel disposed to make a statement concern- 
ing the proceedings for a receivership for 
the brewery. Isaac H. Mayer, who has 
charge of the legal affairs involved, declined 
to be interviewed. 

The suit brought by Receivers McNulta 
and McKeon represents an excess of a sum 
which they have advanced to the brewery 
officials to keep the plant going. Mr. Mc-

The plant of the American Brewing com- 
pany, one of the largest in the West, is at 
922 North Ashland avenue. The house was 
first organized as the George A. Weiss Malt- 


‘ing and Elevator company. Later the name 


was changed to the American Brewing an4 


Malting company, and this concern filed an 


assignment on Aug. 10, 1897. In a few days 
the old officers took charge again, and re- 
organized under the name of the American 
Brewing company. George A. Weiss was 
chosen President and Anton Pfeiffer secre- 
tary. The capital stock aggregated $800,- 
000. The assignment came with the col- 
lapse of the National Bank of Illinois. Un- 
der the reorganization bonds were issued 
and indorsed by the new house. The total 
liabilities then were $1,785,000, with assets 
of $800,000. 

The new firm made money from the start, 
and began slowly to reduce its indebtedness, 
First mortgage bonds amounting to $350,- 
000 were reduced to $275,000, and second 
mortgage bonds of $200,000 were brought 
down -to $160,000. The output was from 
80,000 to 100,000 barrels of beer annually. 
The capacity was 150,000 barrels.

PARTY LEADERS AT SEA. 


REPUBLICAN CITY CONVENTION 18 
LIKELY TO BE FRED FOR ALL, 


Strength of the Different Candidates 
for Mayor Is So Widely Divided No 
Slate Will Be Prepared in Advance 
—Names of Prominent Democrats 
Missing from Harrison Petitions— 
Charges to Be Preferred Against 


General Herman Lieb. 


Campaign interest is centered now on the 
Republican convention, one week from to- 
day. Everybody seems to be waiting the re- 
suits of its deliberations. Many of the 
ward leaders are badly at sea, or, at least, 
pretend to be, with reference to the Mayor- 
alty situation. This is especially true of the 
so-called Lorimer lieutenants. Ina general 
way it is understood that the Congressman 
would like to see Mr. Carter nominated. 
They are neighbors and friends, and have 
fought several political battles together. 

But the North Side and the South Side 
have their candidates. Being a resident of 
the First Ward, Judge Gibbons has every 
reason to expect the delegation of that 
ward to be with him. Judge Hanecy is cer- 
tain of the Third Ward, where he lives, and 
the Tenth Ward is conceded to Mr. Carter. 

The friends of Graeme Stewart claim he 
will Rave the support of every ward delega- 
tion on the North Side. This would leave 
twenty-flve wards to be divided among the 
racers. The Twelfth, Bighteenth, Nine- 
teenth, and Thirty-second are placed in 
the Stewart column. By including the 
Twenty-seventh, which is a little outside 
the range of North Side wards, Mr. Stew- 
art’s st@rtiwge strength is put at 870 dele- 
gates. The Thirty-fourth, with fifty-two 
delegates, is divided between Stewart and 
Carter now, but may unite on any man. 

Judge Hanecy’s backers figure that he can 
go into the convention with the first eight 
wards and the Twenty-ninth, the Thirty~- 
first, and the Thirty-third. “ Hertzville 
occupies neutral ground. It will probably 
go in a body to any mana majority of the 
delegates there favors. All the candidates 
are well liked in that section. 

County Treasurer Raymond said he felt 
greatly encouraged over the outlook for 
Stewart. His office was filled all day with 
influential men, who said they would do 
everything they could towards securing 
Mr. Stewart’s nomination. Several Demo- 
crats also have told Mr. Raymond that they 
would work and vote for Mr. Stewart if he 
becomes the nominee. 

The party managers are divided in their 
preferences, and it is said no effort will be 
made to fix up a slate in advance of the 
convention. The disposition seems to be 
to let the Mayoralty aspirants develop 
their respective strengths in the election of 
delegates at the primaries. ' 


Signers of Harrison Petition. 

For some time the following petition has 
been industriously circulated among the 
business houses of the city: 

We, the undersigned, citizens of Chicago, ir- 
respective of party, recognizing the valuable 
services of Carter H. Harrison as Mayor in the 
contest of the people to protect their rights in 
the matter of street franchises, and his ef- 
fort to suppress boddleism in the administration 
of the city government, and fully realizing that 
the contest is not yet over, desire to impress upon 
the voters of Chicago the great importance of 
retaining a tried leader in the fight that is yet 
to come. 

Although other candidates may be above re- 
proach, we believe that, to inspire faithful serv- 
ice by a public official, such service should be 
recognized and indorsed by the people.

It was returned to the City Hall yesterday 
with 432 signatures. With the exception of 
a few they were all those of Democrats.

Head, and Milton W. Kirk, who always have 
been Republicans. Mr. Knott is Mayor Har- 
rison's strong personal friend and Mr. 
Loesch is an appointee of the Mayor's on 
the city Board of Education. Every brew- 
ery and most of the wholesale liquor houses 
were classed among the business houses 
represented, and many of the signatures 
were those of officers of trades unions, most 
of whom hold City Hall jobs. Accompany- 
ing the petition was a call for a meeting of 
the signers at the Sherman House tomor- 
row afternoon which was signed by Franklin 
Head, Henry A. Knott, Paul O. Stensland, 
W. D. Kerfoot, and Eugene H. Fishburn— 
two Republicans and three Democrats.

_ WITH GRANT AND LINCOLN,

Second of the -Historian’s Four Vol- 


umes on “The Story of the Civil 
War” Contains Some Strictures 
Which Are Likely to Be Resented— 
Says Grant Did Not Know How to 
Handle His Forces at Shiloh—Criti- 
cises Lincoln and Stanton Severely. 


OHN CODMAN ROPES’ first volume on 


The Story of the Civil War raised 
‘ high expectations as to the entire work, 
which is to be completed in four vol- 
umes, the second of which, dealing with 


che campaigns of 1862, is now issued by G. 


P. Putnam's Sons. 

With the official records of the war of ths 
rebellion, together with memoirs of the most 
distinguished Generals on both sides and a 
vast mass of other authentic information 
now available, the time has come for somc- 
thing hke a compre 
account of that gre&t struggle. Such a 
record Dr. Ropes has probably come as near 
furnishing for the first two years of the war 
as is likely to be forthcoming for some time 
at least. The list of works cited as refer- 
ences and the evident care in the use of his 
material in giving an account of the grea 
events he describes beget confidence on the 
part of the reader, even when the narrative, 
as it often does, runs counter to the com- 
monly accepted notions of certain men and 
events. 
Perhaps there is no better illustration of

nished in the present volume in the chapter 
on Fort Donelson and the battle of Shiloh. 
In regard to the former there is but little to 
be said, as the popular conception of that 
baitle and its importance to the union cause 
is sufficiently correct for general purposes. 
As to Shiloh the case is quite different. 


Something of a shock will probably be felt 
by the readers grown up since the war when 
they read Mr. Ropes’ views in regard to 
Grant's part in the battle of Shiloh. Be- 
tween the pedestalled hero and the com- 
mander at Shiloh there is a wide interval 
and one not easily bridged, as the reader can 
readily sce.from the following criticism of 
Grant’s part, previous to the arrival of Buell, 
in that battle: 

In regard to General Grant's management in this 
severe action, it is to be noted that he at no time 
made any attempt to unite the disconnected por- 
tions of his army and establish a line of battle. 
It may be that this could not have been effected, 
even considering that for five or six hours Sher- 
man and McClernand on the right, Wallace, 
Prentiss, and Hurlbut in the center, and Stuart on 
the left, maintained themselves in their separated 
positions, But it is certain that General Grant 
made no effort to accomplish such result. In fact, 
he can hardly be said to have undertaken to per- 
form on this day the functions of a commander of 
an army. He left the division commanders entire- 
ly to themselves. Sherman and McClernand con- 
sulted together, and decided for themselves what 
positions to hold, and what new lines of defense 
to take up; Hurlbut decided for himself how long 
it was wise to stay in the center; and, after he had 
retired, Prentiss and Wallace consulted together 
and agreed to hold their positions at all hazards. 

In their accounts of these movements, which were 
the important movements of the day, the division 
commanders make no reference to any orders or 
suggestions received from the commanding Gen- 
eral. Grant, it is true, assisted in posting the de- 
feated troops so as to protect the landing, if 
possible. But this seems to have been about the 
extent of his active participation in the battle. 
It is evident from all the accounts—Grant’s in- 
cluded—that the battle cf Sunday was fought by 
the union army without any directing head. For- 
tunate was it for the union cause that five such 
gallant and capable division commanders were on 
the field. They did all that could be done in the 
circumstances in which they were placed. But it 
cannot be supposed that their efforts would not 
have been better employed, and, therefore, 
more successful had they found in Grant a 
General who was capable of assuming the entire 
control and direction of a great battle. 

Grant, however, was not a General of this sort. 
He had neither the ability nor the experience for 
such a task. He was a resolute and obstinate 
man, personally a brave man, and a hard fighter, 
but he was not equal to an emergency of this mag- 
nitude. 

What may be regarded by some military

uell in regard to this battle, and as 
every important statement in his favor is 
substantiated by reference to official rec- 


’ ords, it is a matter of congratulation that 


the fame of a gallant commander has at 
last been so clearly vindicated. 

President Lincoln and Secretary Stanton 
also come in for somewhat severe criticism, 
especially in regard to their dealing with 
Generals of the army, as shown in this com- 
prehensive criticism: 

We have had occaston to call our readers’ atten- 

tion before to this feature in the conduct of the 
war by President Lincoln and Secretary Stanton. 
Neither of them made any real effort to under- 
stand the nature and extent of the harassing and 
difficult tasks of the Generals who were faithfully 
doing their best to achieve the conquest of the 
South. Generals in high command not infrequent- 
ly received from the administration reminders to 
the effcct that their positions were held by a pre- 
carious tenure. The impression created at the 
time by these things was most disagreeable; nor 
Can it ever be expected to disappear. The Presi- 
Gent and Secretary acted in this regard as would 
the stockholders of a corporation, who should 
either neglect to read or be incompetent to under- 
stand the reports of the directors, and should vote 
to retain them in office or to dismiss them, as 
they did or did not declare dividends. 
As to the justice or injustice of these two 
criticisms every reader will judge for him- 
self. The most obvious reflection is that the 
author himself has.been guilty of doing in 
Lincoln's and Stanton’s cases precisely what 
he criticises them for doing—not taking into 
consideration the difficulties in which they 
found themselves and the obvious necessity 
that dividends must be declared if the vic- 
tory was to be won. : 

As a general rule, at least in this volume, 
the Confederate Generals fare the best at 
Mr. Ropes’ hands. Lee he pronounces “ the 
most accomplished soldier of the day,” and 
Jackson, Longstreet, and Johnston also re- 
ceive high praise. 

The succeeding volumes may make amends 
-for certain rather manifest biases of the 

author in regard to Grant. Lincoln, and 

Stanton and McClellan, and the impartial 
reader is therefore inelined to wait for the 
conclusion of the work before passing final 


judgment.

for the assumption of a new one in addition 
to that already borne. 

I write this in response to inquiries of sev- 
eral readers, whose curiosity having been ex- 
cited by the cable dispatches announcing 
the other day that a young Englishman 
married to an American girl of Chicago 
had obtained the royal license to add her 
family name in future in connection with his 
own, have written to me in regard to the 
procedure in the matter. 

Whenever it is desired either to change 
one’s name, or to add a new one to that al- 
ready borne it is necessary to address a 
petition to the crown. 


to the Queen direct, and a number are re- 
turned each year by her Majesty’s private 
secretary to the senders intimating to them 
that the petition must come through the 
proper chanmel. The latter is one or the 
other of the officers of the Royal College of 
Arms, who instructs the applicant as to the 
proper manner of drawing up the petition 
and the terms which must be employed. 

The officer of the College of Arms then 
transmits the petition through the Secretary 
of State for the Home department to her 
Majesty. 

If the prayer of the petition be granted, a 
royal license bearing the signature of the 
Queen and her privy seal is issued and 
transmitted back through the Secretary 
of State for the Home department to the 
Royal College of Heralds and of Arms. It is 
there placed on record, and then published 
in the Official Gazette. 

The official fees in connection with the pe- 
tition for the assumption of a new name 
amount to about $250, and if the assumption 
of a name carries with it the assumption of 
new armorial bearings, the fees are doubled. 
This is of course exclusive of the payments 
made to the officer of the College of Arms 
who takes charge of the entire affair, and 
whose personal fees in the matter will gen- 
y erally amount to about $500. : 


— 

Although the sovereign refuses almost as 
many petitions for assumption of names and 
of armorial bearings as she grants, yet I do 
not know of any case where the crown has 
refused its license for amy change or as- 
sumption of names, or armorial bearings, 
which was in conformity with either a will 
or a settlement. That is to say if a man 
leaves his property to this or that kinsman 
or friend on the condition that he should as- 
sume the testator’s name and armorial 
bearings, the petition is almost invariably 
granted. 

A petition to assume the nobiliary particle 
of de in front of a name is usually 
granted where unquestionable evidence can 
be produced of lineal descent from some an- 
cestor who so wrote his name. 

A royal license is likewise almost invari- 
ably granted to.an illegitimate son to as- 
sume the name of his father when the peti- 
tion is presented by the latter. But if the 
father presents no petition prior to his 
death, and leaves no instructions either in 
his will or in any act of settlement, the 
crown requires absolutely certain proof to 
be produced of the parentage before it will 
grant an illegitimate son the right to assume 
his father’s name, the mere presumption cf 
illegitimate descent, unsupported by ei- 
dence, being regarded as inadequate. 

In the application of a husband to assume 
his wife’s name either by itself or in conjunc- 
tion with his own, such as, for instance, in 
the case of the English husband assuming 
the name of his American wife in addition 
to his own as mentioned at the beginning 
of this letter, the crown is usually governed 
by the heirship of the wife. If she be an 
heiress the application is usually granted, 
but where no such reason exists the petition 
is in most cases rejected. 

The crown, let me add, invariably 
rejects petitions for the assumption or 
change of name when the application is the 
result of a mere matter of personal caprice 
and vanity, and when no descent can be 
shown. 

On the other hand, an application to as- 
sume the name of a family from whom 
descent in the female line exists is generally 
granted if it can be shown that the female 
ancestor of the name was the heiress and 
last of her line. 

Of course the question of assumptior of 
arms depends to a great extent on the right 
through marriage or descent le these 
heraldic devices, and likewise upon the con- 
sent of the families to which the armorial 
bearings in question originally belonged. 

This is a matter, however, in which the 
crown relies upon the advice of the Royal 
College of Heralds. 

I may add in conclusion that the refusals 
to petitions are in the majority of cases not 
the personal refusals of the sovereign, but 
eminate from the Secretary of State for the 
Home department, who alone really decides 
upon what petitions are to be submitted to 
the sovereign. 

It, therefore, follows that a petition which 
may be barred by a Tory Secretary of State 
for the Home department may be passed by 
his Liberal successor in office. 

There is no legal means of either forcing 
tha. Secretary of State to submit a petition 
tö the sovereign or to force the latter to 
grant the application. 


While on this subject, concerning which 
much ignorance exists even in Great 
Britain, it may be as well to add a few words 
on the subject of naturalization, all the 
more as we are constantly hearing in the dis- 
patches that this or that American million- 
aire is about to take up his permanent resi- 
dence in England and to take the oath of al- 
legiance to Queen Victoria, the most recent 
instance being that of Mr. and Mrs. Bradley 
Martin of New York, whose daughter is the 
Countess of Craven. 

In their excuse it must be explained that 
aliens in England are subjected .to certain 
disabilities ‘mainly in connection with the 
ownership of land, the theory being that it 
is impossible to own land in Great Britain 
without at the same time owing allegiance 
to the crown of England. 

Women are not supposed to understand 
much about law, and it is possibly on this ac- 
count that I have never been able to com- 
prehend by means of what legal quibble 
Willlam Waldorf Astor has secured the 
ownership of Cliveden, his beautiful coun- 
try seat on the Thames, without previously 
becoming a naturalized British citizen and 
ceasing to be an alien. 

An alien can own personal property in 
bonds, stocks, and merchandise, but not in 
real estate. 

Strictly speaking, naturalization can only 
be performed by act of Parliament, and in 
the cases of all foreigners who have in- 
herited English peerages and become Eng- 
lish citizens, as well as of the Queen’s hus- 
band and two of her German sons-in-law, 
the naturalization has been effected by leg- 
islative means. 

Parliament has, however, of recent years 
authorized the Secretary of State for the 
Home department to grant under certain 
conditions a certificate of naturalization, 
which being recorded in chancery gonfers 
on the grantee on his taking an oath of le- 
giance most but not all the rights and ca- 
pacities of a natural born British subject. 

The first step to secure naturalization in 
this manner :s to fill out at the Naturaliza- 
tion of Aliens’ bureau of the Home depart- 
ment a form addressed to the Secretary of 
State for the Home department showing 
that within the ‘eight years immediately 


land, or has been in the continuous service 
of the British crown abroad for that length 
of time. He must likewise furnish the as- 
suramce that for the future he either intends 
to serve the British crown or reside in the 
British Empire. 

To this form he must add his certificate of 
birth and other papers, and after the Home 
Secretary has satisfied himself that the peti- 
tioner is without any criminal record, either 
in England or abroad, an official reply is 
sent to the effect that the petition is granted, 
and that a certificate of naturalization can 
be granted to him on the payment of a fee 
of $30 and the taking of the oath of alle- 
giance. ' 

An alien who becomes naturalized in Eng- 
land becomes thereby a British subject 
throughout the entire length and breadth of 


the British Empire, whereas by a legal 


anomaly if an alien becomes naturalized in 
Canada or any other colony his rights as a 
British subject cease, and his disability as 
an alien recommences from the moment that 
he leaves that colony.

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RABBI SHARPLY CRITICISES SOMBD 
EASTERN JEWISH WOMEN. 


Declares They Are “Daffy” on the 
Subject of Observance of Rabbinic- 
al Rules—Impossible to Obey! Some 
of the Laws—Others Are Willfally 
Evaded—Few of the Israelites in 
America Are Hebrews—Speaks in 
Dr. Stolz’s Place. 


Some of your sisters in the East,“ said 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch to a large body of Jew- 
ish women yesterday afternoon in the ves- 
try-room of Sinai Temple, are daffy upon 
the subject of orthodox observance of 
binical Judaism. They need & reformer.” 

He was discussing ‘‘ Rabbinical Judaism 
at the regular meeting of the Chicago sec- 
tion, Council of Jewish Women, taking the 
place of Dr. Joseph Stolz, who was to have 
delivered the address, but who was unable 
to do so. 

No dead book,” he sald, can govern the 
actions of a- people. The mobility of the 
English people is due to the fact that it has 
no constitution. The stability and immobil- 
ity of the American people is due to the fact 
that it has a constitution, but that constitu- 
tion must be brought near to the life and 
needs of the people, either by modification 
or by interpretation. That is what, rab- 
binical Judaism did for the Pentateuch in 


relation to the Jews. During medieval times 


rabbinical Judaism was living. It was close 
to the people and gréwing. After the ref- 
ormation Judaism passed into its dark age. 
Then it was that he said. Some of your 
sisters in the East are daffy upon the ortho- 
dox observance of the ordinances of rab- 
binical Judaism." * 


Non-Observance of the Laws. 
Continuing, he said: They have wrapped 
the old forms in a halo of poetic rhapsody 
and sentiment. They need a reformer. 
Their poetic ideas are all pretty, but un- 


living influence it was in touch with the peo- 
ple, made so by interpretation. Conditions 
now make it impossible för it to be a living 
law. 

The laws were framed for Palestine, and 
cannot be observed here. That is the excuse 
which the orthodox Jew makes for his non- 
observance of some of the laws, but there are 
others which no conditions of climate or 


does not observe them. There is a law for- 
bidding a Jew from taking interest money 
from another Jew. What Jew in Chicago 
do you know who would not take interest? 
I know one. He is a Russian rabbi, who will 
not place any money in a bank on whose 
Board of Directors there is a Jew. te 
There is a law which forbids that a 
daughter should receive an inheritance when 
she has brothers. What Jew in Chicago do 
you know who would not allow his wife to 
receive an inheritance where she has 
brothers? These are laws which orthodox 
Jews could observe and do not. 
Sabbath Fires in the House. 

“There is the law against making or 
keeping a fire in the house over the Sab- 
bath. The observance of this would be a 
physical impossibility. In the Crimea there 
are Jews who observe it and nearly perish 
from the cold. 

The laws were 
Israelites while in the desert. The rabbis, 
in their interpretation of the law, decided 
that with regard to labor on the Sabbath 
the law pertained only to such labor as 
could have been dome by the Israelites while 
there. By their method of interpretation 
the laws of Sabbath labor are such that you 
could roll a barrel of sugar the entire length 
of Halsted street on the Sabbath and not 


' violate the law, while in the mere carrying 


of a pocket handkerchief you have violated 

Dr. Hirsch.“ said a woman from his au- 
dience, tell us why we are Jews and not 
Hebrews.”’ 

“If any one asks you what you are,“ re- 
pled Dr. Hirsch, say that in religion you 
are a Jew, in race probably a Hebrew, and 
in nationality an American. I doubt if 
there is a full-blooded Hebrew here. Your 
religion is not the Hebrew religion. That 
was a religion so abominable that f I should 
attempt to explain its customs you would 
be obliged to get up and leave. It is time to 
protest against the term Hebrew being ap- 
plied to our people. Our young men apply 
the word to some of their societies for 
some reasons of dislike to the ideas as- 
sociated with the name of Jew.“ 

At the conclusion of Dr. Hirsch’s address 
the council voted unanimously requesting 
him to remain with Sinai congregation.

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SUSPECTED 
“FAILS TO MAKE HIM CONFESS. 


Police Prove Many of His Statements 
False—No Trace of Missing Wife— 
Arm Found in Garbage and Red 
Spots on Wall Thought Not Val- 
mable as Clews—Sightiess Cora Hen- 
lerson May Have Been Murdered 
by a Blind Man. 


Ten policemen working almost day and 
might for the last four days have failed 
utterly to find any trace of the missing 
wife of August A. Becker, and the evidence 
against the suspected wife murderer is 
practically where it stood at first, except 
that some of the facts in Becker's sworn 
statement have been proved to be false. 
After repeated efforts to get some kind of 
confession from the sausagemaker, his 17- 
year-old bride volunteered to help the po- 
lice yesterday by practically accusing him 
of the murder and begging him to confess. 
Becker did not get angry at the accusation, 
as he previously had done with the police, 
but began to cry, and Mrs. Becker's cross- 
examination of her husband thus ended. 

A mangied human forearm and hand and 
red marks on the walls of the front room in 
Beckers house are not looked on as having 
any great bearing on the case, though Po- 
lice Captain Lavin is rigorously investigat- 
ing them. The arm and hand were found 
by laborers on the garbage dump at Ash- 
Jand avenue and Forty-seventh street, with- 
It was 
pretty well established before night the 
arm once belonged to a man and was the 
result of an amputation. Nevertheless, it 
was held as evidence. , 

Spots on the Wall. 

The alleged blood spots on the walls of 
Becker's house looked more serious. The 
policemen who ripped off the plastering de- 
glared they were evidences of a struggle in 
which wife No. 1 was beaten to death some 
time on Jan. 27. The police said the floor 
near the red spots showed traces of recent 
scrubbing. A broom left standing in the 
room was thought at first to be saturated 
wvith blood, but close examination showed the 
supposed bloodtsains were nothing but red 
broomcorn. 

Dr. W. T. Kirby, 4800 Ashland avenue, who 
declared at first the blood spots in Becker's 
barn were from a human being, is no longer 


_gure of their identity. Dr. John Gilmartin, 


4501 Union avenue, who examined the arm 
found on the garbage dump, believes it was 
mangled in an accident and amputated by a 
physician, and that, moreover, it belonged 
to a man. 

The conviction is growing in the minds of 
the police that Mrs. Becker No. 1 met with 


‘foul play and that in some way her hus- 


band had a hand init. Several of Becker's 
statements have been proved false. Inquiry 
at Weber's pawn shop, Harrison and Clark 
streets; where Becker declares he bought the 
two rings given to Mrs. Becker No. 2, brought 
wut that no such rings had ever been bought 
or engraved there, and that earrings like 
those given to Mrs. Becker were never kept 
in stock. In addition, two friends of Mrs. 
Becker No. 1 are willing to swear they are 
Ahe same rings which first wife 
Wore night and day. ‘ 


Discredits His Statement. 

Inquiry at the offices of Nelson Morris & 
Co. brought out another contradiction to 
Becker's statement. In his affidavit Becker 
said: “A few days before my wife went 
away I told her I could get a position and 
free transportation to St. Louis. to work 
for Nelson Morris & Co. She said she would 
not go any further from home.“ Superin- 
tendent S. J. Johnson, who has charge of 
the employment of men for Nelson Morris 
& Co., sald: 

“I saw what Becker said in his state- 
ment. He never was promised a position 
here or in St. Louis to work for this firm, 
for if he had been I should have known it.“ 

Becker was not known in the Weighbor- 
hood of Thirtf-ninth street and Emerald 


avenue, where he stated he had resided. 


I have not been able to get ahything more 
out of Becker,“ Police Captain Lavin said.

The 
most likely applications were answered in 
person. Two young women, one a student 
at the Chicago Musical College, and both 
boarding at 1839 Indiana avenue, answered 
the advertisement and were partially prom- 
ised the place, and it was through them 
Robinson’s scheme became known. 

Robinson is described as being 5 feet 8 
inches tall, with light hair and steel gray 
eyes. There is a deep scar on the right side 
of his face, close to the nose, and a promi- 
nent mole under his lower lip. 

Robinson called at 18389 Indiana avenue 
and gave out the information that he was a 
dairyman at Green Bay, and that he was 
going to Europe to claim a $500,000 fortune. 
His first inquiry was whether the two young 
women had any jewelry or sealskin sacks 
to wear on the trip. According to Robin- 
son’s story, his wife died a year ago and the 
governess was needed to care for his T- 
year-old son and his 12-year-old daughter. 
Robinson promised to deposit enough money 
in a Chicago bank to pay the governess’ pas- 
sage home. One of the young women ex- 
posed the trick.

MASON IS FOR KOHLSAAT. 


ILLINOIS SENATOR YIELDS TO EN- 
TREATY ON THE JUDGESHIP. 
— 

Confirmation Is Now Assured, Inas- 
much as Mr. Cullom Is Making No 
Objection—Junior Senator Does Not 
Relent in His Hostility to President 
McKinley—Claims to Have Been Ig- 
nored in the Matter of the Appoint 
ment. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 77.— [Special. 1 
Judge Christian C. Kohlsaat's nomination 
for the District Judgeship will be confirmed 
by the Senate tomorrow. Late tonight 
Senator Mason withdrew his opposition and 
consents to allow the nomination to be con-

Colonel Brackett of Peoria, one of Judge 


Stevens’ adherents, Martin Kingman of Chi- 
cago, and Collector of Internal Revenue 
Coyne were in conference nearly all day 
with the junior Senator of Illinois urging 
him to withdraw his opposition, and late 
tonight he consented to do so. 

H. H. Kohlsaat has also been urging Sen- 
ator Mason to permit the nomination to 
come before the Senate, and Senator Mason 
telegraphed him: “I have withdrawn all 
opposition to your brother at your urgent 
request.“ 

In explaining his action Senator Mason 
said he had agreed to step aside purely on 
personal grounds, as he had no objection to 
the Judge, but he wanted it understood 
this was not done on the President's ac- 
count. The last regular meeting of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary committee was held today, and 
at the request of Senator Mason the nomina- 
ticn was held up until he could be heard. 
This was understood to mean the nomina- 
tion would not be acted on at this session, and 
the President would be compelled to make 
a recess appointment if he was determined 
that Judge Kohlsaat should receive the ap- 
pointment. 

Tomofrow an informal meeting of the Ju- 
diciary committee will be held and the 
nomination will bé reported favorably and | 
confirmed before the Senate adjourns. 
Senator Cullom will not interpose any op- 
position and has not intended do so. He 
is not opposed to Judge Kohlsaat, and said 
all along he had no personal objection to 
the appointment. What Senator Cullom 
did object to, however, was having his 
recommendations ignored by the President 
and not being consulted by Judge Kohlsaat 
and his friends. Since Senator M n has 
yielded the coast is now clear for the Chi- 
cago Judge, and by tomorrow night he will 
be the United States Judge for the North- 
ern District of Illinois.
